Nothing stirs up graphic 
arts fans like an “artist con¬ 
troversy.” The one that has 
been raging in VAMPIRELLA 
for the past several issues is 
no exception. 

Unfortunately, the very 
nature of a fan s allegiance to 
a certain artist makes such 
a controversy ultimately fruit¬ 
less. Although certain more- 
or-less objective criteria can 
be cited, any judgement as to 
who is the “best” artist for 
VAMPIRELLA is unavoidably 
subjective. 

' In VAMPI’s case, the evalua¬ 
tion is even more subjective 
than usual. VAMPI’s appear¬ 
ance is crucial to the success 
of the feature as a whole, 
and every fan has his own 
conception of how our de¬ 
lectable Drakulonne should 
be rendered. 

Essentially, each letter 
plugging.a certain artist said, 
'“Artist X is the best for VAM¬

work.” 

I’m more-or-less on record 
in these pagesasa man whole¬ 
heartedly in favor of the mas¬ 
terful Gonzalo Mayo's VAM¬ 
PIRELLA. Nevertheless, I’d 
welcome experimentation. 

Why not give the excellent 
Ramon Torrents a crack at 
delineating our vampiress? 
Esteban Maroto's VAMPI 
would, no doubt; be fabulous! 

But we’ll never know what 
these fellows can do unless 
you give them a chance. 


"The Wonderworld of Am¬ 
bergris, Kato and Tonto, Too!” 
the latest chapter in the re¬ 
juvenated VAMPIRELLA se¬ 
ries, was another excellent 
Bill DuBay offering.
